Fiscal year taxpayers may 
also deduct their losses ontheir 
preceeding year’s return, Tax- 
payers who have already filed 
1972 returns may still deduct 
their losses in that year 

Individual calender year tax~- 
payers have until April 15, 1972 
to claim this year’s losses 
on amended 1972 returns, Bap- 
tist said. 

Calender year corporations 
have unit!

Justices Should 


Productivity: Not Seek Junior 


Chief Justice Warren Ber- 
ger has just set into motion 
an accelerated high - powered 
Study of the Federal Courts 
that could result in a fundam- 
ental restructuring of the nat- 
ion’s system for the adminis- 
tration of justice. 

The most controversial pro- 
posal under study is the est- 
ablishment of a new appeals 
court, one step below the Su- 
preme Court, that would screen 
cases as they came up on ap- 
peal and send only the nuost 
interesting and important to 
the high court. I am opposed 
to this proposal. 

Chief Justice Berger has 
taken time out to junket to 


eeches on the banquet circuit 
throughout the country, emp- 
hasizing the increasing number 
of cases coming to the Sup- 
renie Court and saying that it 
is a physical impossibility for 
the Justices to deal with. 

It is not often that I find 
myself in agreement with Jus- 
tice William O. Douglas, but he 
seems to have hit the nail on 
the head when he said that 
the Court is hearing and dec- 
iding fewer cases nowthan when 
he first went to the Court some 
30 years ago. Instead of work- 
Ing a five or six day week, 
as do most Americans, he Says 
the Court's work takes about 
four days a weekm which seems

Senator Jim Allen 


I have just made a survey 
of the work performed by the 
Supreme Court since its pre- 
sent term started on October 
12, 1972. Between that date 
and March 21, 1973, the court 
has, as a whole, written a to- 
tal of 135 opinions, concurren- 
ces and dissents. This comes 
to an average of 15 for each 
of the nine justices. The high- 
est number written has been 
31 by Justice Douglas -- and 
I don't know of any of these, 
off hand, that I have agreed 
with -- while the fewest writ- 
ten has been the 6 prepared 
by Chief Justice Berger 

During all of the Senate pro- 
ceedings in which I have par- 
ticipated to approve appoint- 
ments of dozens of Federal Jud- 
ges, not one single time did 
I hear an appointee up for 
confirmation complain that the 
job he was seeking would be 
too hard or would take up too 
much of his time or that he 
would not accept appointment 
unless the work is lightened 

The point is that the Supreme 
Court is not overworked and 
there is no need for creating 
a junior Court to do large por- 
tions of its work. Instead of 
junketing and making banquets 
speeches in which he complains 
of too much work, Chief Justice 


‘Burger should apply his time 


to a proper scheduling of the 
Court’s work. And instead of 
Supporting the plan to create 
another layer of the Federal 
Judiciary, the Justices should 
cut down on their three month 
summer vacations, extended and 
short work days, and increas 
their productivity as all other 
Americans are being asked to 
do.

The: legal process, which us- 
ually takes aboui a year, invol- 
ves two court hearings, onegiv- 
ing the adoptive parents tem- 
porary custody of the child and 
the other issuing the final ad- 
option decree. A county work- 
er visits the home regularly 
during the interim and reports 
to the court. 

A final adoption decree in 
Alabama, Mrs. McMinn indica- 


ted, makes the legal relation- 
ship between a child and his 
adoptive parents identical to that 
between a child and his natur- 
al parents. An adopted child is 
issued a new birth certificate, 
which changes his name. 

The volume of adoption ser- 
vice in Alabama through the 
Department of Pensions and Se- 
curity is indicated by the fact 
that more than 2,000 children 
were involved in adoption peti- 
tions referred to the agency 
last year by the courts, and 
more than 300 children were 
placed for adoption by the De- 
partment. 

“Our agency covets adoption 
for any child whose family ties 
are permanently broken,” Mrs. 
McMinn said, “but often exper- 
iences difficulty in finding hom- 
es for black children and child- 
ren with handicaps.” 

She expecially urged families 
in the local black community 
who might be interested in ad- 
opting a child to get in touch 
with the Department 

“Forty-eight black children 
were placed in 1971-72,” the 
county director indicated, “and 
the goal is higher for 1972-73.” 

Requirements for adopting a 
child through the Department 
are flexible, centering on the 
needs of the child. Factors 
considered include reasons a 
couple wants to adopt, stabil- 
ity of the marriage, suitability 
of housing, ages and health of 
the prospective parents, and 
their ability to provide for the 
child. 

Prospective parents are as- 
sured that a child placed by the 
Department of Pensions and Se- 
curity is legally free for adop- 
tion, that the rights of his na- 
tural parents have beentermin- 
ated by court action, and that 
his custody rests legally with 
the agency, giving it authority 
to place the child for adoption 
and release such custody

Employers of Household Workers Must 
Send in Social Security Contributions 


People who employ house- 
hold workers have an impor- 
tant job to do themselves 
this month, according to so- 
cial security officials here, 

“Tf you employ a house- 
hold worker covered by social 
security, you’re required to 
send a wage report and so- 
cial security contributions to 
the Internal Revenue Service 
by January 81,” a social se- 
curity spokesman said, 

The wage report and the 
social security contributions 
are for the last quarter of 
1971, 

“You're required to re- 
port,” the spokesman said, 
“if you pay a household 
worker $50 or more in cash 
wages in any 8-month 
quarter — January-March, 
April-June, July-September, 
or October-December. You 
must send in a report of 
wages, along with the social

security contribution, within 
one month after the end of 
the quarter.” 

Homemakers may file the 
report on a form available 
at any Internal Revenue 
Service office—“Employer’s 
Quarterly Tax Return for 
Household Employees (for 
Social Security).”

and social security number; 
and dates the employee 
worked in the home; the 
wages paid that are subject 
to social security contribu- 
tions; and the amount of so- 
cial security contributions 
enclosed for both the em- 
ployer and the employee.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEG- 
ISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. In addition to all 
other authority now vested inthe 
Coffee County Commission, the 
said Coffee County Commission 
Shall set the necessary policies 
and priorities for the construc- 
tion, maintenance and repair of 
all public roads, county high- 
ways, bridges, ferries and pub- 
lic facilities within Coffee Coun- 
ty, Alabama, to insure the peo- 
ple of Coffee County with a 
safe and adequate road system. 
It shall be the further duty of 
each associate member of the 
commission to inspect the roads 
of his district from time to 
time, and hear the suggestions 
and complaints of the citizens, 
and report the same to the 
commission with his recom- 
mendations; to advise with the 
county engineer concerning the 
problems of his district, par- 
ticularly; and to assist in sec- 
uring rights-of-ways, and as- 
sist in public service general- 
ly. It shall be the duty of the 
county engineer to provide the 
hecessary equipment and per- 
sonnel to responde to any re- 
, quest of an emergency nature 
made by an associate member 
of the Coffee County Commis- 
sion or any citizen in the ab- 
sence ofa commissioner where- 
ver and whenever an emer- 
gency shall arise in Coffee 
County. 

Section 2. The Coffee Coun- 
ty Commission or any succeed- 
ing county governing body per- 
forming the functions of the 
county governing body in said 
county, shall appoint and employ 
a county engineer, who shall be 
a thoroughly qualified and com- 
petent professional engineer not 
required to be a land surveyor, 
but otherwise possessing all 
of the qualifications as speci- 
fied for county engineers under 
the general laws of the State of 
Alabama; and he shall devote 
his entire time and attention to 
the maintenance and construc- 
tion of the Coffee County pub- 
lic roads, highways, bridges, 
ferries, and other county en- 
gineering projects and shall, 
during his employment, reside 
(in Coffee County, Alabama. The 
said county engineer shall serve 
at the pleasure of the Coffee 
County Commission. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty 
of the said county engineer, in 
accordance with policy estab- 
lished by the Coffee County 
Commission, within the law of 
the State of Alabama, (1)to em- 
ploy, supervise and direct all 
such assistants as are neces- 
sary to properly maintain and 
construct the public roads, high- 
ways, bridges and ferries of 
Coffee County, and he shall have 
authority to prescribe their du- 
ties, and to discharge said em- 
ployees for cause; (2) to per- 
form such engineering service 
and surveying as may be re- 
quired; (3) to maintain the nec- 
essary accounting records to 
reflect the cost of the county 
highway system; (4) in accord- 
ance with the policies and pri- 
orities established by the Cof- 
fee County Commission, to build 
or construct new roads, or ch- 
ange old roads; (5) to locate 
within the various districts of 
Coffee County the necessary eq- 
uipment to perform routine 
maintenance of all public roads, 
highways, bridges and ferries 
on a contiluing basis; (6) it 
shall be his further duty, inso- 
far as is feasible, to construct 
and maintain all county roads 
on the basis of the county as a 
unit, without regard to any dis- 
trict or beat lines. 

Section 4. It shall be.the 
duty of the commission to fix, 
from time to time, in accord- 
ance with prevailing economic 
conditions, the various scales 
of wages or salaries to be paid 
for labor necessary in the ma- 
intenance and construction of 
said roads, bridges, ferries, 
and public facilities and said 
wage or salary scale shall not 

be exceeded by said engineer 
in the employment of labor and 
assistants. 

Section 5. The commission 


shall fix the amount ofthe sal- 
ary of the said county engineer, 
payable in equal monthly in- 
stallments from appropriate 
road and highway funds. 


Section 6. Before entering 


upon his duties, the said coun- 


ty engineer shall make and 
enter into a surety bond in the 
amount of five thousand dol- 
lars ($5,000.00), payable to Cof- 
fee County, conditioned for the 
faithful discharge and perform- 
ance of his duties as such en- 
gineer, and for the faithful ac- 
counting of all monies or pro- 
perty of said county, which may 
come into his possession or cus- 
tody. Said bond shall be exe- 
cuted by a surety company au- 
thorized and qualified to do busi- 
hess in Alabama, and be ap- 
proved by the commission. The 
premiums thereon shall be paid 
by the county. 

Section 7. The commission 
shall furnish the county engineer 
with an office within the county 
and ali necessary office sup- 
plies, equipment, communica- 
tion, utilities and with neces- 
sary transportation to accom- 
plish his duties under this Act.” 

The county en- 
gineer shall be the custodian of 
all road machinery and equip- 
ment, tools, supplies and re- 
pair parts, owned by Coffee 
County, and he shall be ac- 
countable to the Coffee County 
Commission for the same at 
all times.

Commission shall establish ne- 
cessary policy and regulations 
governing accountability and re- 
lief therefrom. The commis- 
sion shall furnish the necessary 
Storage and repair facilities 
for said tools, machinery,sup- 
plies and equipment, and the 
county engineer shall keep on 
file in his office, at all times, 
an up-to-date inventory con- 
taining a list of all said tools, 
machinery, equipment and sup- 
plies belonging to Coffee Coun- 
ty. 
Section 9, The authority of 
said county engineer shall be 
limited to the expenditure of 
such funds for the purpose of 
construction, maintenance or 
repairs of public roads, brid- 
ges, ferries, or any other duties 
for Coffee County as may be set 
aside and appropriated by the 
commission as hereinafter pro- 
vided; it shall be the duty of 
said commission at some meet- 
ing in September of each calen- 
dar year or not later than the 
first meeting in October follow- 
ing, by order or resolution spr- 
ead upon the minutes, to fix and 
determine the amount of funds 
which will be available for the 
purpose of building, maintain- 
ing and constructing public 
roads, bridges and ferries of 
Coffee County for the current 
fiscal year, beginning on Octo- 
ber lst, which said amount, 
other than the salary of said 
county engineer and his neces- 
Sary expenses, shall not be ex- 
ceeded by him in building, main- 
taining and constructing public 
roads, bridges and ferries in 
Coffee County during said per- 
iod; provided however, that said 
commission is authorized, from 
time to time within any such 
period, to increase the amount 
so allowed to be expended by 
said county engineer during said 
period, when such authorization 
will not conflict with provisions 
of the general laws of The State 
of Alabama.

Section’ 12. In the event an 
emergency’ should arise, in 
which it would be impossible 
for the commission to employ 
an engineer, as hereinabove 
provided for, then, inthat event, 
the commission shall employ a 
competent road supervisor who 
need not be an engineer, but, 
when so employed, he shall have 
all the duties and authority of 
said engineer, and be subject 
to the provisions of this Act; 
but an emergency shall not ex- 
ist longer than necessary to 
employ a qualified engineer who 
will accept employment by said 
commission under the terms of 
this Act, it being the intention 
of this Act to provide that, 
when county roads, bridges and 
ferries are to be maintained or 
constructed in said county, the 
supervision thereof shall be 
under a qualified engineer. 

Section 13. The provisions of 
this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared in- 
valid or unconstitutional, such 
declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains.

Commissioners Oppose 
Unit System Bill 


The Coftee County Commis- 
sioners met in Enterprise on 
Monday of this week. The mee: - 
ing again lasted all day withad- 
journment coming about 5 p.m 

The very last item of busi- 
ess before the meeting was 
adjourned was for the commis- 
sioners to adopt, a resolution 
opposing the bill imposing the 
unit system on Coffee County 
without a vote of the people. 

The resolution, which was 
adopted by the Commissioners 
on a vote of four for and two 
not voting (Bennie Beckham and 
Non Smith didn’t vote either for 
or against the resolution) not- 
ed that the five-point plan adop- 
-ted by the commission on Mar- 
ch 12th was the most workable 
plan for Coffee County. It con- 
tinued with “The Commission 
opposes any plan which removes 
from the duly elected and con- 
stituted officials of Coffee Cou- 
nty, charged with the responsi- 
bility of government, the right 
to ascertain the needs of the 
people and administer to those 
needs to the end that the re-

“Nice people don’t talk 
about it, respectable people 
don’t get it, and those who do 
deserve it!” Thus, Harold Moo- 
dy, micro-biologist and regis- 
tered Medical Technician, be- 
gan his presentation about ven- 
eral disease to the Three Sea- 
sons Study Club members Mon- 
day night. 

The Three Seasons Study Cl- 
ub has accepted the challenge 
from Governor George Wallace 
and the Alabama Federation of 
Junior Women’s Clubs in pro- 
claiming April as Venereal A- 
wareness Month. Toeffectively 
stem the rising tide of venereal 
disease in our State, a concer- 
ted effort of public, private and 
civic agencies will be required. 

Launching of the Venereal 
Disease Education Program sp- 
onsored by Junior Clubwomen, 
the National Foundation - Mar- 
ch of Dimes and the Alabama 
Department of Public Health 
is the beginning of this pro- 
ject. 

Today, public health experts 
rank Gonorrhea first and Syph- 
ilis third among the reportable 
communicable diseases in the 
United States. Alabama is ex- 
periencing a 33% increase in 
infectious Syphilis over the 
comparable period of last year. 
Gonorrhea has increased.at the 


astounding rate of 61% over the 
same period. Parents, schools 
and other educational resour- 
ces have failed to teach young 
people about the symptoms and 
dangers of venereal disease. 

The Three Seasons Study 
Club members have received 
up-to-date information from sp- 
eakers connected with actual 
venereal disease cases. The 
Club has purchased a filmstrip 
entitled “Tomorrow Happens 
Today” and presented this film 
to the girls’ physical education 
department. Inthis department, 
girls are shown the film with 
the following objectives in mind: 


To help young people dev- 
elop a sense of responsibility 
to protect the life they. may 
someday create 

To present usable scientific 
information on how each of us 
can help prevent birth defects 
and improve the quality of life 
at birth 


To develop the realization 


that disease and defects don’t 
always happen to the other per- 
son 


Although venereal disease 


takes its greatest toll from a- 
mong the young, efforts to edu- 
eate youth about the dangers 
of these diseases have been 
lacking.

The resolution further re- 
solved, “It is the considered 
opinion of the commission that 
the consent of the governed sh- 
ould be required prior to a 
radical change inthe manner and 
form of the government of the 
people, and that the proposal 
presently advertised should be 
submitted to a vote of the peo- 
ple prior to its becoming ef- 
fective.” 

The bill referred to is one 
being advertised in this news- 
paper that is to be introduced 
in the House of Representatives 
by Representative Douglas Eas- 
ters that would, upon becoming 
law, require the County Com- 
mission to put all road main- 
tenance and construction in one 
“unit” under the county engin- 
eer, The bill has the bless- 
ings of Propate Judge James 
Sawyer. Two commissioners 
have, since the election, cone 
out in strong support for the 
unit system. ‘They are the two 
(Beckham and Smith) that re- 
fused to vote on the resolu- 
tion Monday. 

As press time approached 
Tuesday night, the only com- 
missioner that this newspaper 
was able to contact was Com- 
missioner Flournoy Whitman. 
He said the resolution was not 
opposing the unit system but 
opposing any change of this mag- 
nitude without a vote of the 
people of Coffee County. 

In other action, the Com- 
mission opened bids on printing 
of 43 books of tax receipts for 
the Tax Collector’s Office. Low 
bidder was McQuiddy Printing 
Company of Nashville, Tennes- 
see, at an amount of $750. 

Other bidders were Brund- 
idge Office Supply (no bid): C.R. 
Kennett, Elba, (no bid); Brown 
Printing Company, Montgom- 
ery, $950; Tyler Office Supply, 
Ozark, $790. 

The commission approved 
the hiring of a clerk for the 
Sheriff’s office at a salary of 
$350 monthly, effective April 
1. 1973.

ASC Request Info 
On Change Of 
Grazing Plans 


Any producers in Coffee Co- 
unty who have had their feed 
grain set-aside reduced from 
25 percent to 10 percent and 
have requested haying and gra- 
zing should inform the county 
office immediately if they do 
not intend to hay or graze 
the set-aside after the revi- 
sion is made. 

If they elect not to hay and 
graze the land because of the 
reduction in the set-aside per- 
centage, they may withdraw th- 
eir intentions in writing and do 
so without any cost to them pr- 
ior to April 15. If the request 
to withdraw occurs after this 
time, the producer must pay 
the cost of a farm visit for 
the purpose of determining wh- 
ether the set-aside acreage has 
been actually hayed or grazed 
during the non-grazing period. 

“The set-aside acreage re- 
duction is automatic,” says Mr. 
Rollan Day, chairman of the Cof- 
fee County ASC Committee. 
“Producers have no added pap- 
erwork and no required visits to 
the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service coun- 
ty office. 

Those producers are being 
notified by the ASCS county of- 
fice. If they already had their 
set-aside land inspected and 
measured, it can be re-meas- 
ured at their request at no ad- 
ditional cost. 

“I want to emphasize that 
payments for all participants 
in the Feed Grain Program are 
unchanged--whether they signed 
under the original 25 percent 
set-aside plan or the zero set- 
aside plan,” he said 

He pointed ‘out that payments 
are calculated on half the feed 
grain base. times farm yield 
payment rate. However, those 
feed grain producers who sign- 
ed up to set aside acreage are 
required to set aside 10 per- 
cent of their feed grain base 
and maintain their conserving 
base in order to qualify for 
payment. On their remaining 
cropland acreage they are free 
to plant any crop they choose, 
except quota crops. 

Those producers who signed 
up for the zero set-aside plan 
agreed to accept a reduced pay- 
ment in order to have all their 
cropland except their conser- 
ving base free for planting. They 
also agreed to limit their feed 
grain plantings to no more than 
their 1972 production:
